They formed a committee that created the written form that is still in use today and also convinced the Hawaiian royalty of the need for an 
educational system. The missionaries next established the Lahainaluna Seminary in 1831, which is still in existence today as the Lahainaluna High 
School. It is the oldest public school west of the Rocky Mountains. In 1834, the Hale Pai or House of Printing was founded on campus and it was the 
home of Hawaii's first printing press. Students were able to study intaglio engraving on copper plates under the tutelage of Reverend Lorrin Andrews. 
They produced many pictorial items that were needed in quantity. In fact, the first newspaper printed west of the Rocky Mountains was printed at the 
school. The quaint pieces in this lot possibly originated on Hawaii's first printing press. The notes portray school subjects and virtues such as industry, 
law, science, geography, education, and a map of the Hawaiian Islands, plus the national flag on the highest denomination. They are all of the altered 
plate secret marks variety and each note was also backed at issue. The 3 Keneta and Hapaumi grade Very Choice New 64. The Hapawalu, Hapaha, and 
Hapalua all grade Choice New 63.

In 1836 Mormon Church elders, led by Prophet Joseph Smith, Jr. 
and Sidney Rigdon (as cashier for the bank), sent their designees to 
Columbus, Ohio (chaired by Orson Hyde) to seek a state bank charter. 
Simultaneously, the other group of elders (led by Oliver Cowdery) went 
to Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty in Philadelphia to contract for 
engraved plates, proofs and the sheet printing from the four plates pur- 
chased. Having the plates engraved and printed was easily accomplished. 
However, officials at the State Capitol in Columbus required specie or 
other collateralization to protect the circulation and denied the charter. 
Regardless, their notes were already printed and ready to issue, and the 
bank began operations. Early $1, $2, and $3 notes were stamped “Anti- 
Banking Co.” in diminutive letters to comply with or skirt the law, 
depending on one’s viewpoint. The vast majority of Kirtland notes, from 
$1 to $100, were dated and emitted in March 1837, though some are dated 
earlier. The bank, of course, did not survive the nationwide bank panic 
in 1837, although Smith had guaranteed the notes would one day “be as 
good as gold.” The lack of specie caused the bank’s failure and was a large 
factor in the Mormon migration from Ohio to their eventual settlement 
in Salt Lake City. The $2 is a scarcer denomination in any grade with 
PCGS grading this example Apparent Fine 15 due to minor edge damage 
and ink erosion in Rigdon’s signature.

In addition to attending 
New York shows, Marvin often visited Memphis, Tennes- 
see for auctions. Memphis was the home of the largest 
annual currency convention for 40 straight years. Marvin 
was well known in the industry, and dealt with numerous 
individuals who are still in the business, including Len 
Glazer, Allen Mincho, Lyn Knight, Tom Denly, and Bob 
Moon. In fact, when Len and Allen began their auction 
company, Marvin provided them with some notes to help 
them get their business off the ground. 


After graduating from New York University, Marvin began his career as an accountant. Later, he 
opened an insurance agency—a business that remains in the family to this day. 


Marvin was married to his wife, Charlotte, for over 65 years. Together, they had three children, nine 
grandchildren, and one great-grandchild. He took pleasure in sharing his interest with his grand- 
children, never missing an opportunity to share a story in his home office or in one of his grandkid’s 
classrooms. Indeed, Marvin always had some pieces of his collection on hand, so he could share an 
interesting fact or piece of history with friends, colleagues, and family.
